There  have  been  changes  in  this  list,  because  of  change 
in  residence  or  removal  from  school,  since  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year,  but  the  number  at  this  time  is  well  over 
thirty. 

The  cost  of  high  school  tuition  this  current  year  will 
probably  be  not  less  than  $2500.  No  provision  is  made  by 
the  State  for  assisting  districts  in  meeting  this  increasing 
high  school  tuition  expense.  The  district  must  assume  this 
financial  responsibility  unaided.  Nor  are  there  any  state 
funds  that  can  be  applied  for  the  transportation  of  pupils 
to  a  high  school  in  another  district.  This  financial  respons- 
ibility must  be  assumed  entirely  by  the  parents.  The  state 
might  well  provide  some  way  of  extending  state  aid  to 
cover  both  these  items. 
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Report  of  School  Nurse 

To  the  Tozvnspcopic,  School  Board,  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  school  year  1935-1936  showed  some  improvement 
in  the  conditions  affecting-  the  health  of  the  Gilmanton 
school  children.  No  serious  epidemics  broke  out  to  weaken 
resistance.  Eight  children  having  diseased  tonsils  have  had 
the  necessary  attention.  All  show  marked  improvement, 
especially  in  weight  gains.  Fewer  colds  among  this  group 
show  the  benefits  of  a  healthy  nose  and  throat.  We  are 
very  fortunate  in  having  available  in  both  Laconia  and 
Wolfeboro  the  very  best  hospital  service  at  rates  low 
enough  so  that  anyone  really  needing  this  operation  can 
afford  it. 

There  are  ten  new  pairs  of  glasses  being  proudly  worn 
this  year.  In  many  cases  old  glasses  have  been  refitted. 
However,  there  are  still  seven  children  suffering  from  bad 
eyesight  who  are  trying  to  do  school  work  with  no  benefit 
from  glasses. 

About  twenty-one  children  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  receive  dental  attention.  This  work  should  be  available 
for  every  child  in  town.  The  teeth  are  in  very  poor  condi- 
tion, especially  the  six-year-molars,  which  are  the  first  and 
also  the  most  important  of  the  permanent  teeth.  Many 
parents  are  begging  for  dental  clinics.  It  is  just  a  question  of 
where  the  necessary  money  is  to  come  from.  It  will  prob- 
ably average  as  much  as  $5.00  per  child  to  get  all  neces- 
sary work  done,  even  at  clinic  rates,  such  is  the  condition 
of  the  teeth.  No  State  or  Federal  money  is  available  for 
this  purpose  this  year.  All  bills  must  be  paid  by  the  indi- 
vidual or  raised  locally. 
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A  very  small  amount  of  Federal  milk  was  available 
in  Gilmanton  last  Winter  and  only  served  to  those  really 
in  need  of  it.  No  milk  has  been  available  this  year.  Hot 
lunches  were  served  in  some  of  the  schools  during  the  Win- 
ter months.

Repairs  and  Alterations 

The  lighting  condition  of  the  Gale  building  has  been 
much  improved  by  the  addition  of  windows.     This  change 
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was  made  in  part  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  State  De- 
partment. We  now  have  an  attractive  and  reasonably  sat- 
isfactory school  room,  and  with  a  good  teacher  and  inter- 
ested children  we  have  a  good  school.  The  building,  how- 
ever, is  in  need  of  paint  and  the  roof  should  be  re-shingled. 

The  chemical  toilets  at  the  Academy  building,  which 
had  outlived  their  usefulness,  have  been  replaced  with  a 
septic  system.  The  results  seem  to  warrant  this  outlay,  al- 
though somewhat  larger  than  had  been  anticipated. 

Something  should  be  done  before  another  year  to  make 
more  satisfactory  the  toilet  conditions  at  the  Smith  ]\Ieet- 
ing  House  School. 

Finances 

We  may  expect  a  deficit  at  the  close  of  this  financial 
year  of  about  $600.00  unless  a  special  appropriation  made 
at  the  annual  meeting,  as  suggested  by  the  school  board. 
This  deficit  is  primarily  due  to  the  unexpectedly  large  out- 
lay for  the  installation  of  the  septic  toilets  at  the  Academy 
Building. 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  next  financial  year  totals 
practically  the  same  as  the  budget  adopted  a  year  ago. 

We  received  as  State  Aid  this  year  $4,714.90.  As  the 
equalized  valuation  of  Gilmanton  has  decreased  it  is  possible 
that  we  may  receive  a  larger  amount  next  year,  although 
these  figures  have  not  as  yet  been  released  by  the  State 
Office. 
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I  wish  again  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  as- 
sistance given  me  by  the  School  Board,  the  teachers,  the 
children  and  many  others  which  has  had  much  to  do  with 
making  this  school  year  a  happy  and  successful  one.
